bill To 
Cause Railroads To Incorporate, 


Committee’s Action: Was Favorable 
by a Vote of 14 to 12—Measure 
Affects Southern and Its 
Representatives Were 
Heard From. 


After a lively discussion the house com- 
mittee on general judiciary late yesterday 
afternoon, by the close vote of 4 to 13, 
made a favorable report on the bill which, 
if passed, will cause the Southern rail- 
way to incorporate in Georgia. 

The measure was introduced by Messrs. 
Hall, Knight, Underwood, Rankin, Tig- 
ner, Glenn, Richardson and Deal, and one 
of its most important sections provides 
that roads not incorporated in the state 
ghall be regarded as trespassers and will 
not be entitled to defend any action 
prought against them for damages for in- 
juries to persons or property until they 
do incorporate. 

Not only this, but it stipulates that no 
person, persons or association of persons 
shall operate any railroad in Georgia or 
maintain any railroad along or across any 
public road or street or obstruct and pub- 
lic road or street with the tracks or build- 
ings or structures of any character, un- 
less first incorporating under the general 
laws of the state for the incorporation of 
railroad companies. 

Unless thus incorporated, the bil de- 
clares that the occupation of any street 
or' road, whether public or private, by the 
road shall be illegal. 

Those who spoke on the bill were: For 
the measure, Messrs. Hall, of Bibb; Over- 
street, of Screven, and Akin, of Bartow. 
Against the bill, Judge Hamilton Mce- 
Whorter, Hon. Fleming duBignon and 
Mr. Wilson, of Clay. 

Judge McWhorter asserted that the 
bonds of the Southern would be affected 
materially by the passage of the bill, and 
that it was unnecessary legislation. He 
said the company was paying its just 
porportion of taxes assessed against it, 
and was conducting its business in a per- 
fectly legitimate manner. 

Mr. Hall asserted tnat the bill was a 
good one and should become a law. He 
gaid the measure gave. the state its 
proper control of the corporations that 
did business in Georgia, and placed all 
on a proper basis. He was of the opin- 
ion that when suits were brought against 
corporations they should be tried in‘ the 
courts of the county in which the injury 
occurred. He thought it was not right 
to require plaintiffs in such cases to make 
long trips and incur many expenses be- 
cause they were forced to go into the 
feredal court, for the reagon that the 


Mr. Wilson contended that the bill was 
unnecessary. He said the Southern paid 
all the taxes assessed against it by the 
gtate, and no harm had come of the oper- 
ation of thé road under the existing sys- 
tem. Mr. Overstreet said he was hearti- 
ty in sympathy with the bill and would 
support it. He asserted he was 4n at- 
torney for a road and had one of its 
passes in his pocket as one of its repre- 
sentatives, but when he came to the legis- 
lature he was there to represent his con- 
stituents and the people of Georgia, and 
he considered the measure in the interest 
of the state. Mr. Akin urged tSe Tavora- 
ble report on the bill, because he thought 
it gave the state a proper control of the) 
corporations doing business in Georgia, 

Mr. West of Lowndes, proposed several 
amendments, which were adopted. One 
of these corrected a clerical error in the 
bill and the other sought to make the 
provisions not apply to short tramways 
operated for other business ‘interests and 
which might occasionally carry passen- 
gers and freight. 


NINA DANFORTH 
PLEADS GUILTY 


Deformed Girl Sent to House 
of Correction for Man- 
slaughter. 


Mass., November 12.—Nina 
the deformed Framingham 


girl, pleaded guilty here today to man- 
slaughter in causing the death of An- 
drew J. Emery, whom she shot and killed 
at his home in South Framingham on 
May 17 last. It was claimed that Emery 
had led the young woman to believe that 
he was in love with her and would marry 
her. and that she shot him upon learning 
that he had a wife and children. 

She was sentenced to serve a year and 
nine months in the Cambridge house of 
correction. 

The prisoner heard the sentence with- 
out apparent emotion. Mrs. Emory, the 
widow of the man who was killed, who 
occupied a seat in the witness box, burst 
into tears. 

Few cases in this state have attracted 
more attention than this one. Miss Dan- 
forth, a child in appearance, because of 
her deformity, although 2 years old, up- 
on learning of Emory’s faithlessness, went 
to his home at midnight and while his 
wife and four children were In the house 
shot him, after having called him to the 
door. He fell dead almost In the arms of 
his wife, who had followed him down 


the stairs. 

For months the lawyers in the case 
have been cunsidering how _proceedings 
should be conducted, for it was claimed 
en account of Miss Danforth’s physical 
condition, as well as her mental suffer- 
ing, it was doubtful if a jury would sus- 
tain a charge of murder. The matte~ was 
not decided until today, when the law- 
yers came to an agreement that a plea 
of guiltv of manslaughter should be 
entered and that it should be accepted 
by the prosecution.

MILLIONS IN A BATTLE 
WITH MONEY KINGS 
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JOHN W. GATES, 


Western Plunger, Has Been 
S 3u32320d for $15,000,000 by Rccke- 
feiler, Gould and Others. 
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New York, November 12.—(Special.)— 
Two very dangerous spots in the market 
have been healed. John W. Gates and 
his crowd have been hard hit and large 
holdings by Moore Bros., of Northwest- 
ern, which have been carried by loans in 


banking institutions, have been reduced 
by 25,000 shares, purchased by W. K. Van- 
derbilt at 204. 

The entire amount of stock was turned 
over to J. P. Morgan’s banking house to- 
day and paid for. 

The effect on the market was electrical. 
Northwestern shot up to 2% in fifteen 
minutes and other stocks generally ral- 
Hed in sympathy. . 

All Wall. street realized today that 
seme of the most powerful influences in 
the street were combined in a warfare 
upon what is known as the ‘“‘western con- 
tingent,’’ headed by John W. Gates. Re- 
port had it that up to the close of the 
market today Gates and his crowd hai 
lost $15,000,000. 

The campaign against Mr. Gates has 
been accompanied by many false rumors 
regarding financial institutions and pre- 
tending to reveal quarrels between pools | 
and Mr. Morgan. At the latter’s instance 
the governors of the stock exchange are 
seeking to ferret out the rumor-mongers. 
It fs said today that representatives of 
two large houses are more -responsible 
than any other men or group of men for 
these rumors. 

During the trading today many wild 
scenes were enacted. Pandemonium 
broke out time and again and transac- 
tions were made in 1,000-share lots al- 
most to the exclusion of smaller traders. 

That John D. Rockefeller and his allies 
had succeeded in disposing, at least to 
their present satisfaction, of the ambi- 
tious westerners was cited as proved by 
the late rapid advance throughout the 
list. 

‘The Moore brothers, with their Rock 
Island scheme to put $100,000,000 in their 
own pockets and with their further ambi- , 
tion to secure eontrol of the Northwest- 
ern, must be hedilled off,” was the cry of 
John D. Rockefeller, E: H. Harriman, the 
Goulds and their millionaire allies. 
‘*These western disturbers, including John 
W. Gates, must be suppressed.”’

Soldiers of Fortune Fall Before 
Rebel ire, 


Richard Kane, of Washington, Killed 
and Walker and Clark Are 
Wounded—Forty or Fifty 
of the Rebels Are 
Killed. 


Panama, November 12.—The first Amer- 
ican casualties as a result of the revolu- 
tion occurred yesterday. The Colombian 
fleet captured a boat having on board 
correspondence showing the whereabouts 
of two revolutionary schooners loade:l 
with provisions. The government war 
ships headed for the place, and on ar- 
riving there the Bogota (formerly the 
Jessie Banning) manned by an American 


crew, comfmanded by Captain Marma- 
duke, lowered two boats with armed men, 


but as the schooners were aground they 
waited until high tide to attack. 

In the meanwhile the revolutionists 
were discovered in ambush close td the 
beach, and when the Bogota’s boats 
pulled ahead the second time the sen- 
tinels opened fire on them, killing the 
ship’s armorer, Richard Kane, of Wash- 
ington, and wounding George Walker, 
who was chot through the legs. A sea- 
man named Clark and Lieutenant Vas- 
ques were also wounted, but not serious- 
ly. 

The Bogota and the Chucufto then 
cpened fire on the enemy and killed every 
ran in sight. Ore shot fired at a group 
of ten rebels who were most actively 
engaged in shooting at the boats’ crews 
killed every one of them. 

Gunner Cross, of the Bogota, thinks 
that from forty to fifty rebels were killed, 

One of the schooners, the Helvetia, 
icaded with rice, was captured, but the 
first shot at the second schooner set 
her on fire and she was completely de- 
stroyed, with her cargo. 

The body of Kane will be buried here 
with military honors. 


AUGUSTA TO BORROW $100,000. 


Amount To Be Devoted To Building 
Levee on River Front. 
Augusta, Ga., November 12.—(Special.)— 
At a special meeting of the city council to- 
night the city was authorized to borrow 
not exceeding $100,000 for five years at 5 
per cent to be devoted to building a levee 
on the river front. The loan is to be non- 
taxable and any part of it may be paid 
at the option of the city after two years. 
It was also voted to abolish the board of 
assessors. This board has been accus- 
tomed to review the work of the city as- 
sessors, but this will henceforth be done 
by council.

Miss McPhee's Gold Chain 
Found by Cambridge Police 


It Was in Possession of the Sister. of 
the Negro’e Sweetheart—Also 
Letters Found Warning Her 
Not To Say Anything 
About the Chain. 


Cambridge, Mass., November 12.—The 
police spent today investigating the past 
life and movements of George L. O. Per- 
ry, the young negro who yesterday, upan 
the release of Alan G. Mason, was 
charge dwith the murder of Miss Clara A. 
Morton, at Waverly. 

Tonight the Somerville police found 
Perry’s sweetheart, and after persuasion, 
got her to exhibit whatever jewelry she 
had received from Perry. Among the 
trinkets was a gold chain which was im- 
mediately recognized as having belonged 
to Miss McPhee. Private marks on the 
chain proved the identification and the 
jeweler who sold it to Miss McPhee later 
described his own work upon it. Tho 
chain had been given by Perry's. sweet- 
heart to her sister. 

The officers next secured letters writ- 
ten by Perry to his sweetheart, and one 
to her sister, and in the latter missive 
there is reference to a chain and the in- 
junction not to say a word about it. 

When Miss McPhee was in the hospital, 
during a lucid moment, she asked, 
‘““‘Where is my chain?’ At the time there 
was an abrasion on her neck caused by 
the forcible tightening of a chain worn 
there. After her death search was made 
for the chain, but as it was not pawned 
in the vicinity no clew to the murderer 
was secured in this way. The police re- 
fuse to give the the names of the girls.

San Francigco, November 12.—(Special.) 
The Pacific mail steamer Newport, which 
arrived from: Central America today, 
brought detallg of the eruption of the 
volcano of Santa Maria, which spread 
ruin over a seéetion of northern Guate- 


the Newport show that Guatemala is 
using every effort to suppress the facts 
concerning the eruption and to minimize 
the amount of damage. 

The news brought by the Newport 
amounts to almost a positive proof that 
many lives were lost as a result of the 
fall of ashes from the volcano; that thou- 
sands of horses, cattie and other animals 
were killed and that the rich coffee dis- 
tricts of the republic are ruined. 

It is reported that the loss of the new 
crop of coffee will amount to 300,000 cen- 
tals, or 15,000 tons, 

Some of the finest and most expensive 
plantations in Guatemala are entirely 
ruined and the rate of exchange has risen 
to 1200 per cent. Roads and bridges lead- 
ing, iniland from Champerico were riuned 
by the weight of ashes. mud and stones, 
falling from gteat heights. 

Some of those on the Newport said that 
fully a thousand persons perished in the 
upheaval. 


FOUR TOWNS DESTROYED 
WITH GREAT LOSS OF LIFE 

At Champerico, however, the conditions 
were such that the news could not be 
suppressed. The whole town and the long 
pier that juts inte the sea were covered 
during the ic visit by a heavy 
cloak of white as t still continued 
and covered the a decks and 
made breathing difficult. 

Americans in Champéerico said the town 
of Palmar, San Felipe, Colombia and 
Coatepec had been destroyed, with proba- 
bly geat loss of life. The ashes thrown 
from the volcano still lay over the plan- 
tations and towng to a depth of six or 
seven feet and houses had been crushed 
by the weight of mud, stones and debris. 
rhe towns of Retalhuleu, Mazatonago ani 
Quezaltenango are reported to have suf- 
fered very little. Details of the real sit- 
uation were, however, just beginning to 
pe received at Champerico in intelligent 
form. 

The destruction of crops and live stock 
in the interior makes famine imiinent. 
One firm, with headquarters at Cham- 
perico, offered $2,000 to any one who would 
go to their plantation, near the volcano, 
and secure definite information of condi- 
tions, but no one would take the risk.

No Decisive Action in Regard 
to the Currency Question. 


Provision, However, Made for Ap- 
pointment ef Committee To Re- 
port at Next Meeting—Ad- 
dresses by Dawes and

New Orleans, November 12.—The attl- 

tude of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion toward the currency question was 
fixed at the session today. No decisive 
stand was taken on the questions of as- 
sets, currency or branch banking, it be- 
ing considered unwise to-.act until a 80- 
lution of the questions had been evolved, 
ut provision was made for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to carefully consider 
the entire subject to report at the next 
meeting. The same resolutions stated 
the association's apporval of a law im- 
parting a greater degree of elasticity to 
the currency system, to make it respon- 
sive to the demands of the business in- 
terests of the country. " 
The discussions of those questions to- 
day were very thorough and interesting. 
Ex-Comptroller of the Currency Charles 
G. Dawes, Congressman Charies'N. Fow- 
ler and Editor Horace White, of The 
New York Evening Post, were the stars 
in the discussion. No two of them agreed 
fuliy, though Mr. White was on the side 
of the questioned championed by Mr. 
Fowler. 

Mr. Dawes made a vigorous speech 
against a permanent system of assets 
currency, though he approved the idea 
of an emergency currency. 

Colonel Lowry Is Heard. 

Under a suspension of rules, Colonel 
Lowry, of Georgia, asked that Mr. Kit- 
tredge, the secretary of the bureau of 
education, be allowed to say a few words 


Labout the bank clerks’ institution. 


Mr. Kittredge made a short verbal re- 
port in addition to the formal report made 
yesterday. 

John L. Hamilton, chairman of the com- 
mittee on fidelity insurafice, took up the 
report of that committee, which was 
formally presented yesterday. . 

The call of states was deferred unfil 
later. The discussion .ef the currency 
question was then begun. Congressman 
Charies N. Fowl spoke on the assets 
currency and bragch banking. He dia- 
cussed the feature’ of his bill extempore. 

Congressman Fowler did not spare the 
bankers, but criticised them with a free- 
dom, however, which won applause. He 
was given an ovation when he had con- 
cluded, although more than once when 
he asked if the convention did not agree 
with the doctrines he was expounding he 
was answered by cries of “No.” 


Continuing, Mr. Fowler said: 

“During the past five years—which had 
been a most wonderful period in the his- 
tory of this country—the balance of trade 
m  favor-of the United States has’ been 
$2,790,000,000.. Add to that our production 
of gold of about three hundred millions 
and the grand total is three billions. 
Judging from that we ought to: have 
three billions more than we had in 1896. 
How much have we added? We have add- 
ed just five hundred millions, as a matter 
of fact. We have approximately one bil- 
lion, five hundred millions of money and 
we have on the other sidé coming due in 
the next three or four months about three 
hundred millions of obligations. How are 
we going to stop the gold from going to 
Europe? It’s impossible. The whole of Eu- 
rope can come into our treasury’ and 
shovel it out by the bucketful. Such a 
condition would not exist if the United 
States notes were retired and the bur- 
den was thrown on the banks. Never was 
there a greater need than now for a 
financial system in this country. What 
we have is simply a catch-as-catch-can, 
g0-as-you-please sort of arrangement, 
The eighteen million people in this coun- 
try who are converting its products into 
twenty billion dollars annually and send- 
ing exchange bounding above the hun- 
dred-billion mark, are entitled to a sys- 
tem that is above the caprice of a secre- 
tary of the treasury.” 


Resolutions Adopted. 


At the afternoon session a resoldtion 
favoring the Louisiana Purchase exposi-

Captain Lyman Hall, president of the 
Georgia School of Technology, last even-

' He explained the work in all the de- 
partments, while interesting pictures were 
displayed of actual scenes, showing stu- 
dents. prosecuting their studies in- the. 
ane and school room, The lecture .was 
aelivered in the hall of ‘the house of rep- 
resentatives at the state capitol. 

A large screen was placed back of the 
tpeaker’s desk and upon this was shown 
the pictures of the school buildings, ap- 
paratus, instructors and the students at 
work. ~- 

In addition to explaining in detail all 
the work accomplished by the school, 
Captain Hall gave figures to show that 
similar schools in other southern states 
received larger annua] maintenance funds 
than that given to the Georgia School of 
Technology. 

The table given by him was as follows] 

Alabama, $68,000; North Carolina, $50,000; 
Virginia, $125,000; Mississippi, $73,000; 
South Carolina, $97,000, and Georgia, $40,- 


Captain James W. English also made 
a short speech, in which he commended 
the work accomplished by the school. Ha 
said Captain Hall had presented the 
question of technical education in a way 
that was unanswerable. He made an 
earnest plea for a more generous recog- 
nition of the school by the general as- 
sembly and asserted that he would ba 
perfectly willing to have his own taxes 
doubled if the Technological schoo! 
would be benefited. Captain English’s 
talk was warmly applauded.

No Decisive Action in Regard 
~ {fo the Currency Question. 


Provision, However, Made for Ap- 
pointment ef Committee To Re- 


port at Next Meeting—Ad- 
dresses by Dawes and 


New Orleans, November 12.—The atti- 
tude of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion toward the currency question was 
fixed at the session today. No decisive 
stand was taken on-the questions of as- 
sets, currency or branch banking, it be- 
ing considered unwise to act until a s80- 
lution of ‘the questions had been evolved, 
but provision was made for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to carefully consider 
the entire subject to report at the next 
meeting. The same resolutions stated 
the association’s apporval of a law im- 
parting a greater degree of elasticity to 
the currency system, to make it respon- 
sive to the demands of the business in- 
terests of the country. ™ 
The discussions of those questions to- 
day were very thorough and interesting. 
Ex-Comptroller of the Currency Charles 
G. Dawes, Congressman Charies'N. Fow- 
ler and Editor Horace White, of The 
New York Evening Post, were the stars 
in the discussion. No two of them agreed 
fuliy, though Mr. White was on the side 
of the questioned championed by Mr. 
Fowler. 

Mr. Dawes made a vigorous speech 
agajnst a permanent system of assets 
currency, though he approved the idea 
of an emergency currency. 

Colonel Lowry Is Heard. 

Under a suspension of rules, Colonel 
Lowry, of Georgia, asked that Mr. Kit- 
tredge, the secretary of the bureau of 
education, be allowed to say a few words 


}about the bank clerks’ institution. 


Mr. Kittredge made a short verbal re- 
port in addition to the formal report made 
yesterday. 

John L. Hamilton, chairman of the com- 
mittee on fidelity insurafice, took up the 
report of that committee, which was 
formally presented yesterday. . 

The call of states was. deferred unfil 
later. The discussion .ef the currency 
question was then begin. Congressman 
Charlies N. Fowl spoke on the assets 
currency and bragch banking. He dia- 
cussed the feature’ of. his bill extempore. 

Congressman Fowler did not spare the 
bankers, but criticised thém with a free- 
dom, however, which won applause. He 
was given an ovation when he had con- 
cluded, although more than once when 
he -agsked if the convention did not agree 
with the doctrines he was expounding he 
was answered by cries of “No.” 


Continuing, Mr. Fowler said: 

‘During the past five years—which had 
been a most wonderful period in the his- 
tory of this country—the balance of trade 
a. favor-of the United States has: been 
$2,790,000,000.. Add to ‘that our production 
of gold of about three hundred millions 
and the grand total is three billions. 
Judging from that we ought to. have 
three billions more than we had in 1896. 
How much have we added? We have add- 
ed just five hundred millions, as a matter 
of fact. We have approximately one bil- 
lion, five hundred millions of money and 
we have on the other sidé coming due tn 
the next three or four months about three 
hundred millions of obligations. How are 
we going to stop the gold from going to 
Europe? It’s impossible. The whole of Eu- 
rope can come into our treasury” and 
shovel it out by the bucketful. Such a 
condition would not exist if the United 
States notes were retired the bur- 
den was thrown on the banks. Never was 
there a greater need than now for a 
financial system in this country.

Old Frederica Fort. 

For a few months past a movement 
has been on foot, headed by Mrs. J. 
A. Butts, ef the Brunswick chapter, to 
Pave the state branch of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution take up the 
matter of rebuilding the old Frederica 
fort, which was erected by Oglethorpe 
In 1738. 

If the idea of those who are most in- 
terested is acted upon steps will be im- 
n-ediately taken looking to the accumula- 
tion of sufficient funds to replace the fort 
as it originally stood, guarding the en- 
trance to St. Simon sound. 

The fort is situated some 20 miles from 
Brunswick on St. Simon island, and it 
was erected by Oglethorpe during the 
year 1735, and when it was completed hoe 
ramed it after Frederick, prince of 
Wales, who was his warm personal 
friend. 

This fort is the only monument to Ogle- 
thorpe’s military genius and greatness 
existing on the spot where he contrib- 
uted so much luster to the history of 
Georgia. 

Mrs. Robert Emory Park wrote a let- 
ter some weeks ago instructing Captain 
C. S&S. Wylly, who has been much inter- 
ested in the movement to rebuild the 
fart, to visit Frederica, accompanied by 
Colonel J. H. Clemroth, the superintend- 
ent of construction of the new govern- 
rent building at Brunswick, and report 
the nearest possible correct estimate as 
to the probable cost of the work con- 
templated. This will be done at the 
meeting Friday and will probably show 
that an outlay of some $12,000 will be. 
necessary to replace the fort and to build 
a protecting sea wall. 

Fast Going to Pieces. 

The fort formerly stood some distance 
tack from the water front, but the water 
has so encroached upon it that even at 
low tide it laps at the base of the fort. 
The storms of winter have made such 
destructive inroads upon it that it fs fast 
going to pieces, and if it is to be saved 
something must be done at once. 

Those who are full of the work wish 
tu have the fort replaced and then a 
park made of the surrounding property. 
Some years ago a fund for an Oglethorpe 
monument was raised by the Brunswick 
D. A. R: and some'$500 of this is now on 
hand. It is desired to increase this fund 
to severa] thousand dollars and to erect 
the monument near the rebuilt fort. 

Plans for the raising of all money nec- 
essary will be discussed at the meeting 
in Savannah end some definite action 
taken, 

Mrs. J. A. Butts and Mrs. Bolling 
Whitfield are the represcntatives of the 
Brunswick chapter et the state meeting, 
and it is their opinion that the Daughters 
of the Americar Revolution § through 
their representatives at this meeting will 
undertake the work and call uvon tho 
public to contribute the funds necessary 
for the completion of the work. It is 
Lelieved that work vill be begun within 
a few weeks and pushed rapidly to com- 
rletion, 

The citizens of Brunswick are so much 
interested in the movement that it is be- 
lieved if the D. A. R. do not see fit to 
take the matter up at this time, a mass 
reeeting of the public-spirited citizens will 
be called and the work undertaken by 
them. The citizens of Brunswick feal 
that this is the most suitable way to 
honor Georgia’s gallant founder which 
could be made.

The call to order at the Auditorium 
was, made a little-after noon today by 
General George P.‘ Harrison, commander 
of the division, who added to his tribute 
to his old comrades one to the women of 
the south and the part they played in 
the great struggle and since. Captain 
Ben H. Screws made the address of wel- 
come on the part of the Montgomery vet- 
erans and not more eloquent exponent of 
the local feeling on the subject could 
have been found. The rest of the day’s 
sessions were devoted to business.

Although but three months since the 
lodies of the Lachlan McIntosh chapter 
of the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution decided to mark the historic spot, 
known as Jasper Springs, by a memorial 
ot white Georgia marble, the work is now 
almost completed, and by Monday after- 
neon it will be ready for the unveiling, 
which takes place November 15, the last 
day of the conference of the Daughters of 


the American Revolution in Savannah. 
The men are now at work putting in the 
marble basin which will catch the water 
as it issues from the spring. On Monday 
the committee of Daughters which have 
had the erection of the memorial in 
charge will visit the springs and inspect 
the work. There will be a called meet- 
ing of the chapter afterwards, at which 


the details of the proposed programme 
will be discussed. 


Programme of Dedication. 

It is intended to have an elaporate pro- 
éramme on the occasion of the dedica- 
ticn. A Land-will be present and render 
patriotic airs during the ceremonies. The 
principal address on this occasion will be 
made by Hon. Pope Barrow. There will 
Probably be other speakers, and the sing- 
ing of some patriotic song. The cere- 
monies will begin at 4 o'clock, special 
cars for the delegates to the conference 
and invited guests leaving the DeSoto 
hotel at 3:30 o'clock. 

The memorial will be almost entirely 
of marble. The spring proper, where the 
font will be situate, is approached by 
means of four marble steps, the basin be- 
ing several feet below the ground line. 
The inclosure about the spring is of mar- 
ble, and is about 8 feet in length, 4 feet 
in width, and 21-2 feet in depth. The 
Steps, the inner walls, the bottom of the 
basin—in fact, all exposed portions of the 
structure—are of Georgia marble. 

The Inscription. 

Above the basin, at a point above the 
ground line, will appear the following in- 
scription 

1776. 


Jasper Springs. 1902. 
Erected by 
the Lachlan McIntosh Chapter, 

Daughters of the American Revolution. 

The supply pipe to the basin enters dil- 
rectly from the rear, the water issuing 
from the spring at a point just back of 
the basin. The outlet is from the top of 
the basin. There is also a concrete drain 
from the floor beneath the basin, so that 
should the basin overflow, or in the event 
of rain, the floor will be drained. 

The memorial is artistic in detail, and 
no pains or expense have been spared to 
make it as handsome ag possible. The 
idea, which had its inception in the minds 
of the ladies of the chapter, has been car- 
ried to a successful conclusion, and the 
spot made historic by the immortal Jas- 
per will thus be perpetuated in history 
by this service of patriotic love. 

The architect is H. W. Witcover. 
His services were rendered without re- 
muneration, he declining any compensa- 
tion after havihg been engaged by the 
ladies of the chapter. The sculpturing is 
the work of the Savanneh Monument and 
Tile Company, which has its works on 
York street.

The diffelence 
between larceny from the. person and 
robbery is that the former is a misde- 
meanor and the latter.a felony. 

Solicitor Charlie Hi refused to accept 
such a plea and stated that he would 
proceed to try the Gase before a jury. 
Attorney Walker thén entered 4a plea, 
leaving the question of whether the of- 
fense was a. misdemeanor or a felony to 
the discretion of Judge Rean. The judge 
held that the case was a felony and im- 
posed the sentence of five year's. 

The snatching of the pocketbook from 
Mrs. Hutchcraft created considerable ex- 
ciltement at the time. A chain was at- 
tached to the pocketbook and the chain 
was fastened about Mrs. Hutchcraft’s 
wrist. When Smith seized the purse he 
broke the chain. Mrs. Hutchcraft im-

CENTRAL WILL 60 
INTO PENSACOLA 


'Chattaheoche and Gulf Road Will 


Build an Extension. 


TO ACQUIRE YELLOW RIVER 


First Definite Step Toward Entering 
Pensacola Was Taken Yester- 
Gay — Question Has Been 
Under Consideration for 
Some Time. 


Savannah, Ga., November 12.—(Special.) 
A meeting of the stockholders of the 
Chattahoochee and Guif Railroad. Com- 
pany was held today, when the recom- 
mendation of the dfrectors providing for 
an extension 2% miles in length from 
Sellersville, Ala., the present terrm/nus, 
to Floralia, Ala., was adopted. Bonds to 
the amount of $4,500° a mile and stock to 
about the same amount will be issued 
for the construction. 

When the extension is completed it is 
likely the present line will be leased to 
the Central railway, by which it will be 
operated. President E. T. Comer, of Ma- 
con, presided over the meeting. . 

This means that the Central of Geor- 
gia will have a Hne into Pensacola. At 
Floralia the new line will connect with 
the Yellow River railroad, which ex- 
tends to Crestview, Fla .on the Loulis- 
ville and Nashville, a distance of 2% miles. 

It is understood that the Yellow River 
will be acquired and that the Central 
will then build into Pensacola. The ques- 
tion of entering Pensacola has been under 
consideration for some time, but the 'ac- 
tion taken today is the first definite step 
looking toward the construction of the 
new line.

CUBA BALKIN 
THE TREAT 
Palma .Won't Accept Reciproc- 
iy Convention as it Stands, 


Complains That Wot Enough Rebate 


Is Allowed—Rapdly Kising Su- 
gar Market Has Made the 


Cubans Feel Independent 
: of Uncle Sam. — 


Washington, November 12.—An ftmpor- 
tant conference bearing on the subject 
of the Cuban reciprocity treaty was held 
at the war department today, the partici- 
pants being.-.Secretary Hay, Secretary 
Root and Tasker Bliss. The latter was 
called Into the conference at Secretary 
Hay's suggestion on account of his ex- 
pert knowledge of Cuban tariffs. 

Before the conference at the war de- 
partment, Seoretary Hay had talked on 
this subject with Senator Cullom, chair- 
man of the senate committee on foreign 
relations, and also with Senor Quesada, 
the Cuban minister hére. Senor Quesada 
was not able to submit to Secretary Hay 
the draft of the reciprocity treaty which 
has been under consideration so long by 
the authorities at Havana, as the docu- 
ment has not left that place. 

So officially the United States govern- 
ment continues in ignorance of the ex- 
tent and character of the changes, !f any, 
which President Palma may desire to 
make in the treaty. 

I nother than official gources, however, 

has developed pretty clearly the disposi- 
tion of the ‘Cuban president in this mat- 
ter. The cardinal] objection of President 
Pakma to the treaty ag it stands ig the 
insufficient rebate of 2 per cent proposed 
to be allowed on Cuban imports into the 
United States and Secretary Hay'’s pur- 
pose is to ascertain, if possible, how far 
he can yield in that matter and still be 
able to rely upon support of congress 
next session when the treaty is submit- 
ted. So far, his advices do not favor any 
increase of the rebates, and indeed he 
hag been assured by some persons with 
whom he has talked that under no condi- 
tions would congress consent to any in- 
crease of this rebate. 
It is understood that the Cubans, too, 
are entirely unwilling to accept much 
smaller increase. In the face of a great 
shortage in the Huropean crop and a 
rapidly rising market, they have acquired 
confidence in their ability to get along 
for an indefinite period of time without 
reciprocity with the United States and it 
jis understood they are showing an indif- 
fer2nce in the prosecution of the treaty 
negotiations which is serving in turn to 
stimulate the efforts of our own negotia- 
tors. 

President Palma makes the point that 
conditions have changed in Cuba so that 
whereas the 2) per cent rebate might have 
served when M was first proposed, it 
would at present afford so little relief as 
not: to warrant the sacrifice of Cuban 
revenyes that would be involved in its 
acceptance. Secretary liay has _ deter- 
mined to clear up that point and to that 
end, after talking with Secretary Root 
today it was decided that General BDiliss 
should be sent at once to Cuba to make 
a personal investigation of the industrial 
situation and the fiscal possibilities ot :..

LEVY IS MADE ON 
CENTRAL'S DEPOT 


Execution for Taxes Amounting to. 
$8,160 Issued by State. 


STATE COURTS TO DECIDE IT 


Taxes Claimed on the $1,500,000 
Capital Stock of the Western of 
Alabama Owned by the Cen- 
tral—Injunction Will 
Be Secured. 


Sheriff Nelms yesterday, under instruc- 
tions from Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright, levied on the freight offices and 
freight ware houses of the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company to satisfy an 
execution for taxes claimed to be due 
the state amounting to $8,160 for the year 
1901. 

This amount of taxes is claimed on the 
1,500 shares of the capital stock of the 
Western Railway of Alabama, owned by 
the Central, the par value of which Is 
$1,500,000. 

The Central claims this stock is non- 
taxable. In the first place it says it does 
not hold the stock in fee simple because 
it is pledged with a New York trust com- 
pany to secure an issue of bonds. Kven 
if this were not the case, jt is claimed 
the stock cannot be taxed by the state. 

The state claims that the Central draws 
the dividends from the stock and votes 
it, hence it is owner of it. It holds the 
stock is taxable under the law, which re- 
quires that all owners in this state of 
stock in foreign corporations shall pay 
taxes on it, 

Attorney General John C. Hart took the 
matter up with the attorneys for the 
Central, and it was agreed that the levy 
should be made on the property stated. 
An injunction will be secured by the Cen- 
tral to prevent the mate from selling 
the property to satisfy the execution, and 
the issue will be tried in the state courts. 

The United States court of appeals re- 
cently decided in a similar case, that of 
the Louisville and Nashville against the 
comptroller general, that such stock was 
not taxable. An effort is now being made 
to get this case to the supreme court of 
the United States, but it is desired first 
to secure a Cecision on the matter from 
the supreme court of Georgia. 


TWO SENATORS QUITE ILL. 


Condition of Messrs. Rountree and 
Lewis Has Caused Their 
Friends Much Concern. 

Two members of the upper house of the 
general assembly of Georgia are now so 
ill that it is highly probable that unless 
they improve rapidly in health they mav 
not attend any more meetings of the sen- 

ate this sessior 

Senator G. 8S. Rountree ifs quite ill and. 
if his strength will permit, will be oper- 
ated upon next week. He is 71 years of 
age and his condition is serious. He is 
stopping at 103 Washington street, and 
every day is taken in a carriage to the 
Noble sanitarium for treatment. His 
present illness dates back to July, when 
he was attacked with a malady which has 
caused his friends much uneasiness on hig 
behalf. 

He is quite weak. If he is able to un- 
dergo a necessary operation it is expected 
that he will have a chance of rapid re- 
covery. His wife is with him and he is 
receiving the best of medical attention. 
Mr. Rountree is from Swainsboro and is 
one of the best known members of the 
present legislature.

Savannah, Ga., November 12.—(Special.) 
Savannah was thrown into a ferment of 
excitement today by the news of the 
shooting of Dan J. Kiley, which occurred 
last night in the gambling rooms con- 
ducted at 17 and 19 Broughton street, east. 
by Jack Monahan. 

Kiley is a well-known character fn Sa- 
vannah, and has in the past gained noto- 


riety through the scrapes into which he, 


has succeeded in getting. He now lies at 
St. Joseph’s hospital and it is a question 
as to whether he will recover from his 
wounds. 

Julius Rosenthal, or ‘‘Doc,” as he is caT!- 
ed by ‘his familiars, has confesed to the 
shooting, taking this course today. Last 
night he maintained silence as to any 
connection he may have had with it. He 
and others who were in the joint at the 
time are under arrest upon the charge of 
assault with intent to murder Kiley. 
Those in jail are Rosenthal, Gad D. Bry- 
an, Jr., Peter Smith, John Rahilly, Ed 
Mehrtens, Albert Adams, J. H. Monahan, 
J J. Jowett, J. W. Groves, Sol Rosenthal. 
a brother of Julius; James Smith and 
William Hillis. 

Bryan is Julius Rosenthal’s partner in 
the conduct of Bryan's restaurant, the 
moet exclusive bar and restaurant in the 
city. 

Kiley got back from Atlanta yesterday 
morning. He had been drinking and this 
had assumed such proportions by mid- 
night.that he decided to wipe out the 
keno joint of Monahan. He entered the 
place and at once proceeded to create a 
“rough house.’”” Monahan and others re- 
monstrated with him without avail. He 
aeclared he was looking for “Jew Rosen- 
thal,” using the vilest epithets. Then he 
proceeded to smash the furniture. En- 
tering the room devoted to the pursuit 
of the fickle goddess, as represented in 
the elaborate electrical keno contrivance, 
with drawn pistol, he put the operators 
and players to flight. He turned loose his 
gun into the elaborate affair, and then 
began to break it up. 

Then Rosenthal and Bryan arrived and 
the shooting began. Some claim that 
Bryan fired, as well as Rosenthal. Neith- 
er the one nor the other, however, was 
struck by Kiley’s bullets. Besides bullet 
wounds, Kiley, received scalp wounds 
from chairs with which he was beaten. 

The statement of Police Surgeon E. 8. 
Osborne shows that Kiley’s condition is 
very serious and that two men must have 
shot him, as 32 and 38-caliber bullets are 
shown to have entered his body.

The Refuge of Roosevelt. 

Now comes the president with a 
plea of confession and avoidance witi 
respect to the verdict of the late elec- 
tions and the duty imposed upon him- 
self and the party by their interliu- 
ear commandment. He has said him- 
self, with impulsive truth, that the re- 
publicans have been retained in fuil 
power that they may be without ex- 
cuse hereafter if they fail to afford 
the people relie: from the oppressions 
of trusts and monopolies. He realizes 
that there is on that subject no divid- 
ed responsibility, no chance of. cross 
purposes, no escape by charging the 
evils of the case up to the democrats. 

But how does the president propos: 
tc meet the situation? Most men 
would promptly say, judging from his 
vaunted courage and frankness of char- 
acter, that he will at once commeni 
to congress a prompt revision of the 
tariff and the tearing out of every 
schedule that has too evidently be- 
come the shelter of trusts and monop: 
clies! That is the plain, straightfor- 
ward course that nine of any ten hon. 
est men would suggest and prefer. 
But that is exactly what the president 
announces he positively will not do! 

President Roosevelt says that tha 
tariff and the trust questions are twe 
issues. In his opinion they do not 
work under the same yoke and must 
only be dealt with separately—each 
in its season and after methods es- 
sentially different. In fact, the presi- 
dent is already hedging and trying to 
postpone the evil day of having to do 
something radical and tangible to sa:- 
iefy growing popular demands. 

As to the tariff, the president in- 
tends to recommend a commission—a 
vague and irresponsible body of men 
who will absorb all the time they are 
commanded in making “investiga- 
tions” and re¢ommending tariff “ad- 
justments.” Of course, this will be a 
most attractive tub to throw to the 
whale and enable the president ani 
his party to claim immunity from tar- 
iff action of any sort until after the 
next election. Clever scheme, is it 
not? 

And, then, as to trusts, how excel- 
lent is the plan of setting the attor- 
ney general after them in the courts 
—courts that are happily selected for 
their ability to delay action on the 
real issues in the cases—until after 
1904! And with these thin and al- 
most insulting subterfuges the repub- 
lican party will seek to escape doing 
anything for the relief of the people 
unitl the people shall have given them 
four years more of power, or bodily 
kicked them off the earth in sheer dis- 
gust of their duplicities!

President Jones, of the Liverpool cham- 
ber of commerce, is quoted as saying: “‘If 
we could transport the negro population 
of the southern states to Africa, Great 
Britain would be independent of the rest 
of the world for raw cotton, but I do not 
believe it is possible to secure American 
negroes for cur new cotton belt. Still, 
the outlook is promising, and the rail- 
ways and steamships charge no freight 
for African cotton.”’ 

In this ind:rect way H will be seen that 
an effort will be made to give British 
cottcn, grown in Africa, the benefit that 
would result from a protective tariff. This 
phase of the situation may have some ef- 
fect upon the indnetry m this country, 
and it would not.be suprising if the south- 
ern states should adopt the policy now 
pending in the Georgia legislature, viz, 
of exemptirg mcnufactures from taxa- 
tion. This would soon cause the bulk of 
the southern crop to be manufactured at 
home, and the south would be enriched 
before the competition of other lands 
could become furmidable. 


But this is no new thing—tbis story of 
successful cotten pruduction in other 
countries. 

Egypt has never been a menace to us, 
because her output is limited by natural 
conditions which cannot be overcone. 
England tried to tcrce the increase of the 
cotton crop :n India during our civil war, 
but with with littl success. 

The entire product of Japan, China, 
Mexico, Central America, Brazil, Africa 
and Asiatic Russia has heretofore failed 
to shake the south’s practical monopoly 
in cotton. 

Even when southern negroes were sent 
to Africa they did not help the new cotton 
territory. What Booker Washington’s 
Tuskegee industrial missionaries will do, 
it is too early to predict. They will need 
a few seasons for their experiment. 


A few y2ars ago Russia, with her usual 
far-seeing policy, sent two experts to the 
south to study our methods of cotton cul- 
ture, . 

They were ecientists and gentlemen 
with credentials from their government 
and their minister at Washington. After 
traveling through this region, they select- 
ed the model plantation of Hon. WilHam 
L. Peek; in Rockdale county, 6 miles 
from Conyers, and made the planter’s 
house their home for two years. 

Colon2l Peek gave the Russians al] pcs- 
sible help in their work of investigation, 
and under his guidance they became prac- 
tical cotton growers. Finally, they re- 
turned home to apply their newly ac- 
quired knowledge to the production of 
cotton on a large scale in Asiatic Russia. 

This was about seven or eight years 
ago. What they have done in their ap- 
pointei field of work has no: been made 
known to the outside world. They have 
spoken in 2 confident way of the success- 
ful results expected from their operations, 
but as yet the cotton grown under Rus- 
sian auspices has not made itself felt in 
competition with our southern product. 


King Cotton is doubtless a fixture here 
in Dixie for many years to ccme, if not 
for all time, but the efforts made to ex- 
tend his dominion in other lands should 
receive our close atteniion. 

The disappearance or migration of an 
industry, even when apparently rooted 
to the soul, is by no means an improbable 
thing. 

The best informed scientists and trav- 
elers of Oglethorpe’s day were convinced 
that Georgia and South Carolina's silk, 
wine, tea and indigo would be highiy 
profitable in the fice of the world’s com- 
petition. 

For some time these products satis 
our colonists. Europear. royalty A nae ao 
silk and the club men of London smacked 
their lips over the Georgia wine which 
was exported to competé with the yvint- 
age of nes and Spain. 

In a ‘mederate way our silk prod 
were encouraged. The possession of a 
certain number of mulberry trees for the 
support of silk worms freed the owners 
from taxes. The prohibition cf rum of 
course encouraged wine making. 

These industries ware flourishing, when 
cotton began to loom up as an important 
plant. At first its productidh was con- 


fined in the main to small potatues, but | 


it slowly drove out «ilk. Por aswhbil - 
bacco beat it as a protitable Seebata ore: 
duct, but Whitney’s invention of the gin 
revolutionized everything. 

Silk was forgotten; tobacco received 
very Hithe attention; wine Save way to 
whisky; tea was neglected: indigo was 
given up, and the Georgia stock-raiser 
with his herd of 6,000 cattie was a thing 
of the past. 

These industries were abandoned be- 
cause they were less profitable, compared 
with cotton. 

Now, let some unexrected developm 
in other quarters of the globe sans 
southern cotton an unprofitable crop, and 
it will follow its predecessors, some of 
which, sich as wine, tea, silk and stock 
raising show sigas of reviving.

day Was a Busy One—A Num- 
ber of New Measures Were 
Intréduced and Several 
' Bills Passed. 


The senate bad a busy session yester- 
fay morning. A number of measures 
were introduced, four senate bills were 
passed and one was lost, it not having re- 
ceived the requisite constitutional ma- 
jority. 

Senator Jordan, of the twenty-eighth, 
introduced one of the most important 
bills taat has been submitted at the pres- 
ent session. It is a measure which pro- 
yides for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to investigate the feasibility of lo- 
eating an agricultural and _ industrial 
school in each congressional district in 
the state. 

The commission is to be composed of 
{welve members—the governor being the 
chairman—and each of the remaining 
eleven members coming from a ocon- 
gressional district. The commissioners are 
to be appointed by the govérnor within a 
short time after the passage of the act. 
it is provided that the commission is au- 
thorized to receive donations from tie 
districts in tae way of land for the 
schools. 

This bill is in line with a recommenda- 
tion made by Governor Terrell in his first 
message to the legislature. The measure 
was referred to the committee on agri- 
culture, where it will unquestionably re- 
ceive a favorable report. 

To Equalize Judges’ Work. 

Another interesting bili introduced wag 
that by Senator Comas, of the taird, to 


authorize the supreme court to arrange 


the different judicial circuits of the state 
into districts and to rotate the judges so 
as to equalize the work as far as possible. 
At present some of the superior court 
judges are on the bénch the greater part 
of the year, while others sit for about 
six months in all. 

The senate bill which failed of passage 
was that by Senator Perry. of the tairty- 
third, to amend section 1105 of volume 3 
of the code, so as to provide that the 
compensation of special criminal bailiffs 
ehall be fixed by the judge of the court in 
which taey are appointed, instead of by 
the ordinary or county commissioners, as 
now provided.

He Refused Unanimous Con- 
sent To Change Committee 


Warm Debate Followed, in Which 
Speaker Took the Floor—Action 
on Tax Exemption Bill Is 
Reconsidered—House To 
Meet at 9 O’Clock. 


Bpeaker Morris was upheld by the 
house ‘yesterday by a vote of 112 to H, 
after a warm debate, in a ruling to tae 
effect that the speaker has the right to 
object to a unanimous consent and to re- 
fuse to grant it when no other objection 
ig made, 

The question came up as the result of 
an effort to place Mr. Carrington, of 
Madison, on the committee on education, 
the rules prohibiting any changes in the 
committees after they afte once consti- 
tuted. The house can make changes by 
unanimous consent, and that was given 
in this case when Speaker Morris object- 
ed, and the discussion began. 

Mr. Holder. of Jackson, chairman of 
the committee on education, requested 
in benalf ot the committee that Mr. Car- 
tington, of Madison, be placed cn the 
committee. 

“Mr. Carrington’s name was printed in 
the newspapers as a member of committee 
on education,’’ said Mr. Holder. ‘‘He isa 
school teacher and the committee, Dbeliev. 
ing he would make a valuable member, 
has unanimously asked that he be as- 
signed to work with them.” 

Speaker Morris ruled that he could not 
appoint Mr. Carrington to the committee 
under the rules, because any change in 
the commitees is prohibited after they 
have once been appointed. 

“Tl ask unanimous consent of the house 
that Mr. Carrington be placed on the 
committee on education,”’ said Mr, Hall, 
of Bibb. 

There was not a dissenting voice when 
the request was presented to the house. 

Speaker Morris Objects. 


“The speaker himself will object and 
will not grant this unanimous consent,” 
said Speaker Morris from the chair. ‘““‘The 
chair refuses to grant this consent be- 
cause he does not wisa to establish a pre- 
cedent. If this request is granted the 
chair will be deluged with requests of 
this kind to change the committees. The 
chair thinks the rule against toe chang- 
ing of these committees should be ob- 
served. and will refuse to grant this re- 
quest.”’ 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb; made the point of 
order that under rule 2, tae speaker be- 
ing deprived of voting except in case of a 
tie vote and elections, he could not ob- 
ject to requests for unanimous consent, 
as. that was equivalent to a vote. 

Speaker Morris overruled the point, 
holding he had the right to make objec- 
tion. 

Mr. Felder appealed from the decision 
of the chair. He naeld that the speaker 
had no right to object to any request for 
unanimous consent where he had no right 
to vote. It was a jangerous precedent, he 
declared, to permit the speaker thus to 
override the rules of tae house, which 
were framed for the benefit of the mi- 
nority. The question involved Was not 
merely the appointment of the gentleman 
from Madison to the committee, but tne 
sanctity of the rules of the house was in- 
volved and he appealed to tae house to 
reverse the speaker. 

“Tl have never asked that I be appointed 
on this committee,”’ said Mr. Carrington, 
addressing the chair. 

“The chair and the house understand

Judge Akin, of Bartow, said ne agreed

Morris Takes the Floor. 


Speaker Pro Tem Howard took the 
chair while Speaker Morris addressed the 
house in defense of Tiis ruling. 

Speaker Morris said it was made his 
duty to appoint and announce all the 
standing committees of the house. There 
could then be no change unless a resolu- 
tion was first introduced, referred to tne 
committee on rules, reported back to the 
house and then adopted. 

“I did not put the gentleman from 
Madison on that committee,’’ Mr. Morris 
said, ‘and if the clerk read out his name 
it was an error on his part.’’ 

The responsibility for the committees 
Wwas cn the speaker, Mr. Morris gaid, and 
the rules wisely provided taere should be 
no change in these committees. 

An objection to a unanimous consent is 
not a vote, Mr. Morris declared, and the 
rules did not deprive him of the right to 
object. There was no such prohibition in 
the rules, he said, and ne had exercised 
what he felt to be his right. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, took the fioor In 
defense of the speaker’s ruling. He held a 
unanimous consent was not a vote in the 
sense prescribed in the rules, but in any 
event the case in question was one waere 
the speaker's objection changed the re- 
sult, and came within the rule.

The consensus of opinion was all in 
favor of \such an exhibit and about the 
only point of discussion seemed to be as 
to wh-ther this exhibit should be thrown 
open to the manufacturers of sutton 
county only, of a part of Georgia, of all 
Georgla or to all comers throughout the 
country. But if the sertiment expressed 
at the meeting yesterday can be taken 
as any criterion there will seon be a per- 
mareit exhibit of aJl the leading goods 
manufactured in Fulton county that wiil 
greatly facilitate the vpportunities »f the 
purchaser and it is believed sae track 
many of those wh. still go north for their 
goods. 

W. A. Bates was the first speaker yes- 
terday. He made a statemert cf the re- 
sults that had been accomplished from 
the exnibit made at the Interstate fair 
held a month ago. These resulis had 
been most beneficial and there had been 
several orders traced ‘directty tc this 
source. One order in particular 
had alone been worth more than the cost 
and trouble. 

G. P. Dozier confirmed the opinion of 
Mr. Bates and said that an order from the 
City of Mexico was the result of the ex- 
hibit made at the fair and that another 
very large and important order from New 
Orleans was traced to the same source. 
He had found, too, that those who yis- 
ited the fair made mental] note of some of 
the displays and had since written to the 
firms represented, with the result that 
new customers had been added to the 


books. 
All for Atlanta. 

W. A. Dodige,Jr., said that he had made 
thirty-six new customers through his ex- 
hibit and that he was still busy filling 
them. 

Josep Hirsh said that he was of the 
opinion that Atlanta was suffering from 
a lack of the competition that is the life 
of trade. He wes greatly in ‘avor of the 
movement and believed in «bringing 
all of the great manufacturers with south- 
ern offices in Atlanta. ‘‘Let us do this 
arid we will make of Atlanta a city of haif 
a- million inhab‘tants.” 

The case of Grand Rapids, which has 
the largest ‘urniture exhibit in the world, 
was mentioned and the gigantic stridcs 
that have been made in this particular 
line in Atlata were especially commented 
on. Also that two of the local furniture 
manufacturers made exhibits at Grand 
Rapids and sold goods in competition with 
the home manufacturers. It seemed to be 
the cpinlun of every one present that 
what Atlanta needed) was more purchas- 
ing merchants and that this remedy could 
be overcome by perfecting the organiza- 
ticn and establishing a permanent ex- 
hibit. .

Appraisers of Glenn Property Submit 
Their Report at Those 


Figures. 

The appraisers who have been looking 
into the value of the Glenn property at 
the corner of Forsyth and Waltop streets, 
which is desired by the govarnment as & 
part of the site for the proposed new 
custom ‘house. yesterday filed their re- 
port with the clerk of the United States 
court. The report states that the proper- 
ty is worth $5,000. 

Judge George, Hillyer represented the 
government, Hon. Hoke Smith, the own- 
ers and Colonel W. 8. Thomson acted as 
umpire. The property fronts 2 feet on 
Forsyth street and runs back 101 on 
Walton. It is now occupled by a two- 
story brick building, the lower floor of 
which is used as a fruit store. It is 
owned by the John T. Glenn estate, of 
which Mrs. Helen WU. Glenn Is execucrix. 

The appraisers appointed for the Koch 
property reported Tuesday as told in 
yesterday’s Consitution, setting the value 
of this property at $58,600. This makes 
the value of the two pieces of property 
already assessed $92,600. This sum is much 
more than half the original appropriation, 
$170,000, and the property assessed does 
not represent anything like half thy land 
desired by the government, 

The indications are that the appropria- 
tion will fall short of the value of the 
land by over $75,000. A rentleman who is
